Au gu st 1, 1945 , and December 31, 
1945 . 
It was co nsensu s o f o p inio n in 
this immediate area that there will 
be small chance that co tto n p rices 
will go abo v e the p resent lev els fo r 
1946 deliv ery . 
OPA’s ceiling, as an­ 
no u nced in Washingto n, p ermits a 
si ght adv a ice o v er cu rrent p rices. 
The adv ance no tice giv en by OPA 
no w p u ts the agency in a p o sitio n 
“legally to imp o se ceilings if neces­ 
sary .”

On Coop erativ e Farming 


Good news for farmer sponsored cooperative movements here and 
elsewhere is contained this week in revelaion that Clinton Anderson, secre­ 
tary of agriculture, will push the policy of coops among farmers. 
Those who look wisely into the future foresee the time not far distant 
when the family size farm, if it is to survive, must borrow some of the 
business methods used by oprators of industrialized plantations. 
Cooperative buying, selling, banki-ng and electrifying has, as we all 
know, received some pretty serious set-backs in days now behind us be­ 
cause management and capital were usually lacking in sufficient volume. 
A significant trend can be noted in the fact that approximately half of 
the country’s farmers are already members of some kind of a cooperative 
organization. 


Really Hustling For Surp lus Good s 


Although a lot of surplus government property now for sale will not 
be useful in Hamlin’s trade area, some will find its way to farm and 
ranch, and surplus jeeps, dirt-moving tractors and surplus supplies of 
wire will be in good demand when they are obtainable. 
This reminds The Herald of the Sunflower Ordnance Works at DeSoto, 
Kansas, when surplus government property is mentioned. 
The following 
and unusual message was recently received by the plant: 
“Dear Sirs: 
I hear you-all are looking to sell government surplus 
funds. 
I calculate I could use some of them funds. 
Please send informa­ 
tion for bidding on same.” 


Some of th e Wh y for Strikes 


With industrial paralysis putting its octopus-like tenacles in most of 
our forging furnaces, meat curing rooms and car production lines, evi­ 
dence piles up plenty strong that labor and management behind the scenes 
have teamed up to break the back of OPA by forcing an abandonment of 
price ceilings. 
Price ceilings, as established by the OPA, offer our last-ditch defense 
against inflation and a resultant economic ruin, and every person now 
•on strike knows in his heart that only OPA kept him through the wrar years 
from having to pay four to five prices for groceries, clothes and other 
essential commodities, and salary lost through the days of striking will 
never be replaced. 
Without the restraining hand of price ceilings, we would witness a 
boom that temporarily would swallow' up people’s pocketbooks and later 
make money so cheap in buying powrer that we w'ould have a disaster not 
even 1 0 ever normal granaries and 400 Washington economic experts 
could overcome.

Hamlin’s Victory Clothing Collection campaign, ably sponsored by 
the Lions Club, has indeed become this wreek one of this area’s outstand­ 
ing humanitarian drives— one that has gotten plenty close to home and is 
providing a mighty fine response for people in all wallks of life. 
Not only can donors contribute to an exceptionally worthy cause by 
cleaning their attics, trunks and clothes closets of garments not being 
used now, but by such gifts of mercy can avoid having to read later of war 
refugees dying by the dozens because their naked bodies proved an in­ 
adequate defense to the ravages of winter. 
In the war refugee area overseas it is tragic to note that new-born 
babies are being wrapped in newspapers and rough burlap because no 
clothes can even be stolen from any source.

Wh at Contemp oraries Are Say ing 


SPEED OF SCIENCE 


When it was announced many years ago that a locomtive had been 
built to attain a speed of thirty miles an hour, a prominent health author­ 
ity cried out against the devilish contraption and stated as a scientist in 
his field that the adoption of any such terrific speed as a means of public 
conveyance would w'reck the health of the nation. 
Now it is announced 
that the Navy has perfected a jet-propelled carrier plane writh a speed of 
500 miles an hour and a ceiling of well over seven miles above the earth. 
Five hundred miles na hour is eight and one-third miles a minutes, or 
approximately 730 feet a second. 
The velocity of an ordinary rifle bullet 
is only about three times as great. 
What wouldn’t the good doctor have 
said? 
But, if we plot a graph of the increasing speeds of transportation, 
the interesting thing about it is the sharp upward acceleration of recent 
years. 
We have discovered first one means of power propulsion and then 
another. 
The real significance in jet propulsion is, not that we have 
reached another new high point of velocity, but that we have discovered 
another means of propulsion which transports us into a nentirely new plane 
of experimentation and progress. 
Je t propulsion of the man-controlled plane is now limited more by 
the ability of man to control than by the power of the jet combustion. 
The German V-2 rocket bomb, for eample, attained a speed of not eight, 
but approximately 50, miles a minute. 
This wras considerably faster than 
the speed of the ordinary rifle bullet— faster than the speed of sound. 
It attained an altitude of something like 70 miles above the surface of 
the earth. 
Seemingly, we have just begun to move along the surface of 
the earth— just begun to climb into the sky above it. 
The point is that, 
in all of our scientific thinking and in all of our planning based upon 
scientific progress, we must figure, not upon what we have achieved to 
date, but upon what we very probably will achieve in the near future.— 
The Dallas Morning News. 


VALUE OF CROPS IN 
1 9 4 5 SHOWS DROP 
FROM PRIOR YEAR 


Hamlin area farmers are advised 
that a decline of about 18 per cent 
in value of 1945 farm crops com­ 
pared wdth the total for 1944 regis­ 
tered the first check in the succes­ 
sive upswing for the past five years. 


Comparative figures, assembled for 
The ILrald by the Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics, Austin, give the 
preliminary total for 1945 as $754,- 
914,000 against the revised estimates 
of $916,346,000 for 1944. 


The BAE cautions, however, that 
these farm value computations, bas­ 
ed upon estimates of production and 
season average prices, should not be 
confused with cash income figures 
which represent returns from only 
that portion of the crop which is 
sold. 


Broadly speaking, the decline may 
be attributed to the failure of nature 
to cooperate as well in 1945 as in 
preceding years. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco­ 
nomics is more literal in ascribing 
it as “due mainly to smaller pro­ 
duction of cotton, sorghum for grain 
and w’heat.” 


After a very promising fall and 
winter growing season, wrheat dete­ 
riorated 
rapidly 
under 
dry, 
hot 
w’eather as it approached maturity, 
while the expected volume of sor­ 
ghum for grain shrank under similar 
conditions. 


Combined value of cotton lint and 
cottonseed production in 1945, esti­ 
mated at $233,000,000, wTas about 
$87,000,000 or 27 per cent less than 
in 1944. 


Value of wheat production, while 
dropping from nearly $100,000,000 
for the record 1944 crop to $61,000,- 
000 this year, still was much abov^ 
the level of any other crop 
year 
since the high priced crop year of 
1919. 
Sorghum for grain w'as valued at 
$72,000,000, compared with the total 
of $87,000,000 for the 1944 crop 
and $79,000,000 for 1943.

VALUE OF CROPS IN 
1945 SHOWS DROP 
FROM PRIOR YEAR 


On Cooperative Farming 


Good news for farmer sponsored cooperative movements here and 
elsewhere is contained this week in revelaion that Clinton Anderson, secre­ 
tary of agriculture, will push the policy of coops among farmers. 
Those who look wisely into the future foresee the time not far distant 
when the family size farm, if it is to survive, must borrow some of the 
business methods used by oprators of industrialized plantations. 
Cooperative buying, selling, banking and electrifying has, as we all 
know, received some pretty serious set-backs in days now behind us be­ 
cause management and capital were usually lacking iii sufficient volume. 
A significant trend can be noted in the fact that approximately half of 
the country's farmers are already members of some kind of a cooperative 
organization. 


Really Hustling For Surplus Goods 


Although a lot of surplus government property now for sale will not 
be useful in Hamlin's trade area, some will find its way to farm and 
ranch, and surplus jeeps, dirt-moving tractors and surplus supplies of 
wire will be in good demand when they are obtainable. 
This reminds The Herald o f the Sunflower Ordnance Works at DeSoto, 
Kansas, when surplus government property is mentioned. 
The following

“Dear Sir-: 
I hear you-all are looking to sell government surplus 
funds. 
I calculate J could use some of them funds. 
Please send informa­ 
tion for bidding on same.” 


Some of the Why for Strikes 


With industrial paralysis putting its octopus-like tenacles in most of 
our forging furnaces, meat curing rooms and car production tines, t vi­ 
olence piles up plenty strong that labor and management behind the scenes 
have teamed up to break the back of OPA by forcing an abandonment of 
price ceilings. 
Price ceilings, as established by the OPA, offer our last-ditch defense 
against inflation and a resultant economic ruin, and every person now 
on strike knows in his heart that only OPA kept him through the war years 
from having to pay four to five prices for groceries, clothes and other 
essential commodities, and salary lost through the days of striking will 
never be replaced. 
Without the restraining hand of price ceilings, wa would witness a 
boom that temporarily would swallow up people’s pocketbooks and later 
make money so cheap in buying power that we would have a disaster not 
even IO ever normal granaries and 400 Washington economic experts 
could overcome. 


Clothing for Naked Bodies 


Hamlin’s Victory Clothing Collection campaign, ably sponsored 
by 
the Lions Club, has indeed become this week one of this area’s outstand­ 
ing humanitarian drives— one that has gotten plenty close to home and is 
providing a mighty fine response for people in all wallks of life. 
Not only can donors contribute to an exceptionally worthy cause by 
cleaning their attics, trunks and clothes closets of garment^ not being 
used now. but by such gifts of mercy can avoid having to lead later of war 
refugees dying by the dozens because their naked bodies proved an in­ 
adequate defense to the ravages of winter. 
In the war refugee area overseas it is tragic to note that new-born 
babies are being wrapped in newjipapers and rough bul lap because no 
clothes can even be stolen from any source. 
The parents have no rags to 
spare for the children. 
The sick are without bed clothes. 
And already 
death has poked its cold, clammy finger into village after village because 
exposure brought on pneumonia and total complications. 
Out of our rich abundance, blessed materially and spiritually as no 
other nation on earth, we can save, through this drive, thousands of pre­ 
cious lives and bring a touch of godliness to even the most destitute victims 
of bombs and mortar shells and robot bombs. 


Hamlin area farmers are advised 
that a decline of about 18 per cent 
in value of 1945 farm crops com­ 
pared with the total for 1944 regis­ 
tered the first check in the succes­ 
sive upswing for the past five years. 


Comparative figures, assembled for 
The H raid by the Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics, Austin, give the 
preliminary total for 1945 as $754,- 
914,000 against the revised estimates 
of $916,346,000 for 1944. 


The BA E cautions, however, that 
these faint value computations, bas- 
ed upon estimates of production and 
season average prices, should not be 
confused with cash 
income figures 
which 
represent returns from only 
that 
portion 
of the crop which is 
sold. 


Broadly speaking, the decline may 
be attributed to the failure of nature 
to cooperate as well in 1945 as in 
preceding years. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco­ 
nomics is more literal in ascribing 
it as “due mainly to smaller pro­ 
duction of cotton, sorghum for grain 
and wheat.” 


A fter a very promising fall and 
winter growing season, wheat dete­ 
riorated 
rapidly 
under 
dry, 
hot 
weather as it approached maturity, 
while the expected volume of sor­ 
ghum for grain shrank under similar 
conditions. 


Combined value of cotton lint and 
cottonseed production in 1945, e s ti-I 
mated 
at 
$233,000,000, 
was about I 
$87,000,000 or 27 per cent less than J 
in 1944. 


Y’alue of wheat production, while 
dropping from nearly $100,000,000 
for the record 1944 crop to $61,000,- 
000 this year, still was much abov8 
the level of any 
other crop 
year 
since the high priced crop year of 
1919. 
Sorghum for grain wTas valued at 
$72,000,000, compared with the total 
of $87,000,000 for 
the 
1944 crop 
and $79,000,000 for 1943.

CATTLEMEN URGED 
TO TRIM HERDS TO 
AVOID OPA RULING 


Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P. Anderson this week urges cattle­ 
men in Jones and other counties who 
are pressing for removal o f price 
controls along with subsidies June 30 
not to “holler until you are hurt.” 
Anderson says, however, 
that if 
Congress decides it is necessary to 
hold down the cost of living after 
June 30 “it follows almost automat­ 
ically that food prices must be kept 
under control as the central, most 
vital part 
of 
America’s 
every-day 
living.” 
One 
course, 
Anderson 
declares, 
open to cattlemen, 
acting through 
the government, is to drop ceilings 
and subsidies June 30. 
Then, people 
would 
have no further interest in 
ceilings or subsidies. 
Second course, 
Jon es Countian* 
arc advised, w'ould be to discontinue 
subsidy payments 
and lift 
ceiling 
prices enough to permit subsidies to 
be absorbed in part or in whole. 
Third course would be to continue 
both subsidies and ceilings, in which 
case the situation w’o u lj be the same 
as it is now. 
According to the Department of 
Agriculture, 
there 
are 
too 
many 
cattle in the West from the stand­ 
point of long range feeding. 
The 
department urges cattlemen to cut 
down their herds and “ get rid of all 
flinty boned old critters.” 
Range conditions have been good 
for eight straight years, and “ a run 
of good luck has ensued that has 
occurred only once before in the last 
60 years.”

SP E ED OF SCIENCE 


When it was announced many yeark ago that a locomtive had been 
built to attain a speed of thirty miles an hour, a prominent health author­ 
ity cried out against the devilish contraption and stated as a scientist in 
his field that the adoption of any such terrific speed as a means of public 
conveyance would wreck the health of the nation. 
Now it is announced 
that the Navy ha> perfected a jet-propelled carrier plane with a speed of 
506 miles an hour and a ceiling of well over seven miles above the earth. 
Five hundred miles na hour is eight and o m -third miles a minutes, or 
approximate 


is o nly a Ou u 
said ? 
But, if we plot a graph of the increasing -peed* of transportation, 
the interesting thing about it is the sharp upward acceleration of recent 
years. 
We have discovered first one means of power propulsion and thin 
another. 
The real significance in jet propulsion is, not that we have 
reached another m w high point of velocity, but that we have discovered 
another means of propulsion which transports us into a nentirely new plane 
of experimentation and progress. 
Je t propulsion of the man-controlled plane is now limited more by 
the ability of man to control than by the jmwer of the jet combustion. 
The German Y-2 rocket bomb, for cample, attained a speed of not eight, 
but approximately 50, mile# a minute. 
This was considerably faster than 
the speed of the ordinary rifle bullet 
faster than the speed of sound. 
It attained an altitude of something like TO miles above the surface of 
the earth. 
Seemingly, we have just begun to move along the surface of 
the earth 
just begun to climb into the sky above it* 
The jaunt is that, 
in all of our scientific thinking and in ad of our planning based upon 
scientific progress, we must figu r*, not upon what we have achieved to 
date, but upon what we very probably will achieve in the near future.—
